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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claim 1 requiring the acid to be non-polymeric acid requires further consideration and 
search. Applicant's arguments with respect to Prencipe are based on the new limitation in claim 1 , but because the amendment is not 
entered, the rejections of record remains. Applicant's arguments with regards to Pashley is snot persuasive because, applicant 
acknowledges that Pashley teaches oxalic acid, which is non-polymeric organic acid; Claim 1 is a composition claim, claim 27 applies the 
composition of claim 1 to tooth and Pashley applies composition meeting the limitations of claim 1 to tooth according to the rejections on 
record. Applicant's arguments with respect to Asano and Norfleet are based on the new non-polymeric acid limitation of claim 1 and since 
the amendment after final is not entered, the rejections on record remain.
